Saratoff, Russia, July 11.—
Thin but sunburned little groups
of razged children and adults
who fled from the hunger-death
o fthe Volga last autumn to
provinces that promised bread,
are now trekking back to the
homes they deserted.

Daily they arrive at Saratoff,
Samara, Kazan and other rail-
way junetion points in the fam-
ine belt. Some of them are in
worse shape than when they de-
parted. They found other prov-
inces inhospitable and  food
searce everywhere.

Many of the returning wander-
ers are being fed at American
Reiief Administration food kit-
chens. Othews are  struggling
on as best they can until the Sep-
tember harvest.
